THE ORLEANS HEN HAWKS 


Nothing through the years of this theatre’s existence has added 
more to its charming surroundings than the old fashioned oil 
street lamps (now electrified) that line the Playhouse driveway 
along the rose-clad, rustic fence. 


Most of us at one time or another have paused to pay particu- 
lar and appreciative attention to these ancient beacons that have, 
indeed, become nationally recognized as one of the most distinc- 
tive features of “America’s Most Famous Summer Theatre.” The 
true and colorful history of the lamps, however, is too little known 
even to many of our oldest subscribers. 


Thanks to the publisher of the Cape Codder, the real story 
of the lights was revealed many years ago in an interview with 
one of the last surviving members of the Orleans Street Light 
Club, Mrs. Addie Nickerson, who at the time of the interview was 
90 years young. Mrs. Nickerson put it this way: 





“The Club was the polite name for the group of women who were called “The 
Orleans Hen Hawks.’ Seems that one night, back in 1911, at a Rebekah meeting the 
women decided the town was getting big enough for street lights. So we planned to 
get up an entertainment to raise funds to buy the lights. We made $90 from a play we 
produced and bought our first street lights. 


“We set up 25 lights, but didn’t have enough money to maintain them, so we an- 
nounced that anyone could have one in front of his house if he kept it lighted. As an 
economy measure we ruled ‘no lights’ on moonlight nights. 


“Our club began to attract attention. It was probably the only street light system 
in the world controlled by women at that time. There was only one male in our midst: 
‘Josh’ Northrup who went up and down the Orleans streets with ladder, oil and matches 
—the Hen Hawks’ lamplighter. 


“Now about the Hen Hawks part. We went around asking the men who owned 
poultry to let us have fowl for chicken pie suppers. From these our treasury began to 
grow and we soon became a going business. That’s how we got the less polite title, but 
none of us minded. We were so pleased with the lights. We started to charge 25 cents 
for club membership and then we hired a room over the old theatre where we went 
and sewed articles for sale. 


“Some years later the first electric lights were put up by Cape and Vineyard Electric 
Company and the Hen Hawks were disbanded.” 


At time of the interview, the club still had an account of more than $2500 drawing 
interest in a Falmouth bank. 


That is the story of the origin of the Playhouse lamps. When the late Raymond 
Moore, founder of the theatre, heard of it back in the late 20’s, he lost no time making 
negotiations for the discarded street lamps. He soon purchased them and placed them 
where you see them tonight.

faced manner sky-rocketed him to fame 
as the idol of bobby-soxers and movie 
fans of all ages. Now more than two 
decades later, Van has matured into a 
charming, urbane and respected perform- 
er who is at the zenith of his volatile 
career. 

Van recently has added a further di- 
mension to his already distinguished ac- 
complishments in becoming the most 
exciting new attraction in nightclub en- 
tertainment.
